stitutions of the State and nation. The trial and ex- 
pulsion provided the climax ,to a long series of inci- 
dents and events that have made Goldenkoff extremely 
unpopular with the student body of the school and 
resulted in numerous complaints to members of the 


Mr. Goldenkoff has not been charged with membership in 


the Socialist parly. He claims to be an enrolled Republican and 
the truth of this is not disputed, but he is UNPOPULAR. 


And the Argus hints in the above quotation that there may 


be a movement all over the United States to expel students who 
like Goldenkoff are unpopular by reason of socialistic tenden- 
cies. 


The Argus report closes with this paragraph: 


It was declared last night that a complete investiga- 


tion of the student body of the law school might result 
from the case. Students declare that other members 
of the body have fraternized with Goldenkoff and ap- 
parently were in full sympathy with his Socialistic dec- 
larations. If this matter is called to the attention of 
the faculty, an investigation will undoubtedly result. 
It seems Mr. Goldenkoff's unpopularity arises partly from 


i SHAKING HANDS WITH A SOCIALIST. The^Argus says: 


Fellow students charged, Goldenkoff during the 


Socialist trial in the Assembly, shook hands and con- 
oratulated Morris Hillquit, the Socialist master-mind, 
at the conclusion of one-of his particularly eloquent 
speeches in defense of Socialism. 
Making the ac- 


quaintance of two of ihe five Socialists assembly- 
men on trial, young Goldenkoff, fellow students in- 
formed the faculty, sat with them .in the Assembly • 
chamber during the trial with his arms a'bout their 
shoulders dn a general air of comradeship. 
There 'is no charge against Goldenkoff that he advocated 


overthrowing government by force, but it is said that following 
the socialist triaj, he began to advocate socialism himself, in 
spite of his Republican affiliations, and it seems that for a so- 
cialist to be a TARGET for the PHYSICAL VIOLENCE of 
OTHERS is a serious offense. For the Argus says: 


His activities along these lines became so obnox- 


ious that he was several times threatened with physi- 
cal violence-by fellow students ,wh;o did not accept these 
Socialistic ideas. Matters were brought to a.head at a 
meeting of the student body Tuesday morning, when a 
resolution, condemning Socialism and anti-American 
activities was offered. 
Although no action was taken 


on the resolution at the time, Goldenkoff registered his 
personal objections in a very forcible manner and'again 
his actions were called to the attention*of the faculty. 
But besides unpopularity, and 'besides shaking hands with 


a socialist, <Joldenkoff has 'had the audacity to disagree with 
something said by a member of the law school faculty .The Argus 
tells us that: 


Goldenkoff is very well known in Albany, particu- 


larly -in the South End. The action of the faculty was 
not exactly unexpected, for several weeks ago the stud- 
ents of the institution were addressed on Americanism 
''by members of the faculty. At that time, fellow stud- 
ents declare, Goldenkoff made a remark to a friend that 
would indicate he did not approve of the sentiments and 
expressions of the speaker.

While the inves- 
tigation conducted was confined to 
conditions in Milwaukee, the com- 
mittee suggests that the1 situation is 
OKC that affects the welfare of peo- 
ple throughout

actions and issuing a home savings

' Legislation of this kind doubtless 
would help to solve the high rent 
problem in. Milwaukee and. else- 
where, although, as a matter of fact, 
this problem mostly concerns Mil- 
waukee. Even so the rest of the 
state is interested in helping to solve, 
this problem for Milwaukee,' for 6f 
course -the welfare'and success'of 
Milwaukee'directly affect other por- 
cions of the state to a considerable 
extent. At the same time there are 
ither problems, 
concerning 
high 


irices and profiteering,--which affect 
the-^eople throughout, the state and' 
which seem to need attention TIO less 
than does the Milwaukee .rent prob- 


lem. If the legislature is to be call- 
ed in speciaj session, therefore, wty 
not permit it to deal with some of 
these other problems, -in which all 
the people are directly interested? 
The 'Milwaukee rent situation may 
be -serious enough to call for rem- 
edial legislation, but it is not 
the 


only question that the., people of 
the state would like to have han- 
dled in a way to check profiteering 
and extortion. — Daily -Northwestern 
Oshkosh.
